Tho Tliaorr Adriincad by Oa* of tke kMd. 
tng Scl'eutlaU of tlu A^ 

In a recent paper on the "Oonaerrfr 

lion of Knergy In the Atmosphere," 
Dr. Warner Siemens gives tlie follow- 
ing theory of the orig'n of cyclones: 
The comparative vacuum formed al 
the center of a cyclone can produce 
suction only in the direction of tbo 
axis Of the oyelone, 'thns either rniiiiin 
the water upon the surtaoeover which 
it rotates, or drawing down air from 
the higher regions of the atinosphero. 
I'he e.\i.>leii(;L' of siK-li a di'see:idin<; 
current of air within a tornado is o in 
firmed by tho clear sky and quiet a i 
often observed at its contcr. We niusl 
imagine, says Ur. Siem 'ns, a lotal 
cyeloiie as priidiiecd by an impulse of 
Rupfrheateu air, duo to sonic Im-al cans • 
or other, given at th< boiiiiilarios 
of an upper ami lower tract of 
ilisliirbanoe of the neutral oipii- 
libriiim of an atmosphere at rest, 
which reaches tho boundary of 
the upper cooled strata of air, which 
have a tendency to ilcsejnd. _Wo must 
thus have an ontoi descending current 
formed round the ascending one, by 
means of which as imi.di air des.'endi 
as lias b 'Oii carrieil up by Ihe asoendiu'^ 
current. If the disturb. nice o( e pii- 
llbrium ombraees cttuuded upper and 
lower Strata of air, the de.soendiiig 
masses will produnc an increase o( 
pressure in tlio ni ighb.uhood o( the 
cyclone, gradually extending t'l tho 
siir(ace o( the earth, and mi iIm other 
hand into the highest regions of Ihe 
nir, and transfer itsvi.t I'u'n continually 
into new snperhentod masses of aii 
which ascend in tlui cyclone, while a 
part of the descending external cyclone 
circulating iu the same direction as- 
cends again with tho inner, and trans- 
fers It to a part of . the fis fi'ra gained 
in tho tiighi^r regions of th i air. The 
course of tluM'i'iiter of the l yrlciii,. in 
then determinud by the direction of the 
mean velocity of all tho air masses 
forming thn cyclone, and its duration 
is that of Ihe disturbance of the neutral 
eipiililiriiiin of the atmosphere wliieli 
called it furlli aud maintains it. The 
local ascending cuirent, by carrying 
dust and particles with It, ni.iy also 
proiluco rain by oondonaing the aque- 
ous vapor of the higher atralts.— £»- 
yinMrinij.

The lirst idea that naturally suggest! 
itself, after the general plan of arr;iiige- 
munt has boon perfected, is what ma- 
terial shall mainly enter Into the con- 
struction of a building, briok, st^no or 
wood. In nearly every portion of the 
Eastern, Middle and Western States, 
these tlires building materials can 
readily be had, and the cost- of pro- 
duction does not vary mnoh in any 
loealily. Assuming, theroforo, that the 
firat cost Is the same in the abovo looali- 
ties, wo may easily arrive at the ulti- 
mate cost of construetion. For the 
purpose of this article we may assume 
the cost of good eouini.m brick, diiriii',' 
tho summer to be #~<,o I p.-r Ihousaml; 
cost of iaijor and mortar to lay the 
same In the wall, 94.U0 ]w thousand, 
wall raoasuro. The co-it of good quarry 
stone, assumed at $10 per coni; the 
cost of lab ir and mortar to lay the 
s:iino in the wall, $H per cord of one 
liniidreil feet. The cost of fram- 
iiiL'liimber Sl'2.00 per tlionsami feot; 
labor and nails to put tho same 
lip .'jili.oO p.'r ihonsind. With those 
prices as a b.isis it is a matter of coiu- 
P'ltatlon only to arrive at the propor- 
tionate cost of oaeh material after it 
has been workod iulo th" walls. As an 
example, snpp.is ■ wo leivo l"ii fool 
sipiare of plain wail lu build, wliat will 
be the comparative cost? 'I'en foot 
square equals one hundro l siiporiicial 
feet. If to be built of brick twulve 
inolii'S thick, estimating 22J brick to 
the siqierlicial foot, would take 2,250 
brick; coit in wall per thousand, 
■jr.'.OO, O'luals $iJ7.lK). 

To lav a good rubble stono wall, it 
should Del 18 inches thick; theroforo, 
10 (net square, or 10') siiporlielal feel 
of stone v'all IM im lios tliicl;, at ?18 
per cord ol 100 fucL would o 1st $27.00. 
In estimating a frame or studded wall 
there should bo included flrsL tho stud- 
ding, flay. 2xS, 12iii(di centers; second, 
(!io ontsido sheathing of 1 inch sur- 
faced boards; third, the siding of clear 
pine. For this example we have placed 
the cost of rough lumber at tl8.00 |>c.- 
thousand, put up. We will assume the 
cost of the inch surfaced bo.irds 
for sheathing to bo i?2i.O0 per 
thousand, Inolnding labor, n lils. and 
material. Sulingat$to.ooper ihousaml, 
ineluding lumber, labor, nails and 
waste. Ton feot square, or 100 suporli- 
cial feot, of 2x,S sliiddiiig, at *m.00per 
thousand, ei|iials «2. l;t. Thosamesur- 
(ace, covered with surdujcd boards at 
.^2.'). 00 per tliousand, m.sts $2..')0; 12.i 
snporficial foot of siding, at $40.00 per 
thousand, eipmls l?.'i.llO, allowiii" oiie- 
ipiarlcr for lap and waste, q'lius we 
Iind the total cost o( thu (laine wall to 
bo $9.<J». Add to this the cost of paint- 
ing the same, one smiare, at $3.00, we 
Iind the cost to bo ?l|2.!':l.

The coat of window and do ir frain is, 
cornices, etc., may bo estimated about 
the same in either building. In brick 
ami stone buildings we find the addi. 
tioual cost of cut stone' window and 
door sills, water table, etc., but the cost 
of these adjuncts does not entlfr into 
the first cost of llie walls, and should 
rather lie cstini:iled or. separately oi 
coiisiilerod as additiuu&l items of cost 
that may be dispense<l witli tf neoet 
aary.- AoHMof hUlitit.

The SituAtioB In tfit Third. 

Just as everybody expected- (lie 
Democratic Congressional Conven- 
tion at Franklin Tuesday resulted in 
tt rplit and two nominations were 
made. Chairman Dubose, of War- 
••en, refused to meet with six othor 
members of the District Committee 
who were present and agree upon an 
hour for the meeting of the conven- 
tion. Thereupon si.v of the eleven 
Micnibers met and fixed 1 o'clock as 
the time ami the court house the 
place. 

Al the hour specilled the court 
house was pretty well lllled, and, af- 
ter waiting onChalrnian Dnbosc for 
some time, ami he failing to appear, 
]ioh Warden, chairman of the com- 
mittee of Logan county, called the 
convention to order. Capt. D. C. 
Walker, of Simpson, was nominated 
and elected temporary cbairtuan. and 
II. n. Brown and other member* of 
the press were chospo secretaries. 
After which tho convention pro- 
ceeded to the transaction of business 
and appointed eomniitteea on resolu- 
tions, credential* and permanent or- 
ganixatlon. After the retirement of 
tho committees, lion. W. W. Bush, 
of Simpsou, Pat Edwards, of Warren, 
W. T. Bradbnrn, of Allen, and olhci s 
addressed tho convention. Each of 
the conimiltees having hrouglil in its 
repoil, uoiMlnulious were then in 
oriler. 

Hon. .lohn S. llliea, of l.ogan, wan 
plaeed in nomination by M. li. Mor- 
ton, of Logan, in n very eloquent 
s])eecli, and seconed by W. W. Bush, 
of iM-anklin. 

The connlies eoniposliig the di-- 
trict were then . ailed and respomled 
in manner as follows: Allen cast 
her (Ivc votes for Ithea. Ilutler did 
not respond. Cumhcrland did not 
respond. Clinton did not respond. 
JCdmunson cast her three votes for 
Rhea. Logan cast her twelve votes 
for Rhea. Hnhlenburg cast her sev- 
en vote* for Rhea. Todd cut her 
six votes for Bhea. Simpson east 
her li ve voles for Rhea. Warren did 
not respond. The vote wa* then 
counted, and Rhea having received a 
majority of the votes, he was declared 
hy till' Ohairman to be (he nominee 
of the l onventlon. 11. II. Lacy, of 
Simpson, lloli Moody, of Todd, and 
\Y. T. Uradlinrn, of Warren, wore 
appointed a royimiMce ti> nolify Mr. 
llhea of liis nomination, after which 
.Mr. IShca came in, amid the cheers of 
the convention, and aii-epted the 
no;i!ination, iMiikinjr a vry strong 
appeal to the Democracy lo stand by 
him. 

The convention then, after some 
other business of little Importance, 
adjourned sine die. 

In the mean time Dubose, the 
chairman of the District Committee, 
was holding another convention in 
the court house yard, where Uallsell's 
friends and delegates bad assembled 
Suffice It to say Ilallsell was declared 
the nominee. The two contcstoil 
.■ouiities. Allen and KdmumUon, hail 
tH o set.s of delegates, one favorah'c 
to Ilallsell, llie other favorable to 
Ithca. Hailscll's delegates reported 
at the l or.veiition lnhnv, ami Utioa's 
at the ciinveuluin in Ihc court house 
The two 1'ai-lii.ius aie asfar apart as 
the polls and no i-oni|ironii -c is pos- 
sible. 

In the meantime K. L. Mottley, a 
popular young Republican, has an- 
nounced himself as a candidate and 
if both of the Democrats run through 
his election i* assured, u the di*trici 
taoneoi the o!o*est in the State.

An Act to Prevent the Banning at 
Largo of Horses, Cows, Sheep. 
Hogs and Other Domestlo 
Animals in Christian 
Oonstj, 

Bo It enacted by llio (ii iioi al Ah- 
ffiiiibly of tlic Coiiiiiiuiiuoallli of 
Kentucky. 

Sec. 1. Tliul I'luiii and aflcr the 
flret day ofMai-cb, eiubteen buiidi^ 
and eighty seven, it alial! not be lair- 
fill for the oivner of iiiiy linrse, cow, 
slieci), ho;;, oi- olhci' iIHiik ■^^lic ani- 
mal to permit the Buinu to run at 
lai'KO in Clu'ixtian county. 

8kc. 2. Tlio ownci-s of any such 
(lonieslic animal so permitting; It to 
run at ^I'^o shall be rc8poii8il)le for 
all damage done by it to the farm or 
premises or other properly of any 
other person in said countv, and 
wlien any sucli damage it ^om it 
shall be fawrnl for Itio person suflbi'- 
iii^ the ^<alnc In luke up ^lu'li Hiiiinal 
unil to niilily llic invncr ihi'i'i'ol'witll- 
in live daj^-; ihi'ival'ivi-, ami il' within 
the noxt tun ila\ s tioni ^nch notice 
the owner of ouch animal, or the per- 
son entitled to the possession tliereof, 
shall pay to the owner of the proper- 
ly injured all such damages and the 
costs of taking up said animal the 
same shall be returned to hini. liul 
if for ten days after such notice is 
given the owner or person entitled to 
Jhe possession of such animal shall 
fail or refuse to pay such damages 
and costs, the person so taking np 
said animal may sell saiiie at inililic 
auction at the nearest village, town 
or city, after reasonable notice of the 
time and place of the lale and retain 
of the proceeds of the sale suflicient 
to pay said costs and dainagci, and 
shall return the remaindiM', if any, to 
the owner or person entitled to the 
poRsession of such animal. 

Ski . :i. This act shall take effect 
and liL'come a law at tlio time stated 
in the liist section of this act upon 
(hp follinving conditions: A poll 
tiliall 1)0 opened at each voting pi-e- 
ciiict or place in the county at the 
Congressional election in November, 
188(i, and the question shall be put 
by the ofllcers of llio olcctioii to each 
person ollerins to vole at said elec- 
tion, '-Are you in favor uf tlie Stock 
Law ?" and shall record liis vole for 
or against It aocordiog to bis answer, 
the reiull of such election shall be 
certified and compared by tlio same 
officers and at (he same time tliat the 
result of the Cot'gressional election 
is ccrtilicil anil compared, and if it 
shall appear from such comparison 
to the County Judge, that a majority 
of the persons voting in said election 
and on said iincstion have voted in 
favor (ifsaiil law II shall he the duty 
of the Judge to enter the fact on the 
order book of the court, and to give 
notice thereof In the newspapers pub- 
lished in the county, during that or 
the following month. 

Ski . 1. In taking the vole llie of- 
licprs of election In such prci incis ur 
voting districts as are divided by the 
line herein below designated, shall 
note by writing the letter "N.'" or "S."' 
after the name of each voter. Wheth- 
er he lives north or south of said line 
and if upon a comparisnn of the jioll- 
books il shall appear (hat the majnri- 
tyofthe persons voting in cither 
dWialon of the county, made by aald 
line, have voted against the law it 
shall not take clTect and be in force 
in that portion of the county, al- 
though a majority of all the votes 
cast In the countv mav have hcen in 
favor of it. Uut'it sllall take ctt'ect 
and be in force in tlie other portion 
nfiiie county in the manner and at 
the time stated in section three of 
this act provided a majority therein 
vote in. 

Sec. 6. The line of division refer- 
red to above shall begin on the cast 
side of the county where the Butler 
road intersects the county lino and 
siiall run thence witli the Uutler road 
in a westward course lill said road 
intersects the Ilussellvillo road near 
Hopklnsville, tbenoe with the last 
named road In the same direction 
until it reaches the limits of the City 
of Ilopkinsvillo; thence with the 
boundary line of said City and on 
the southern side tlioioof until it 
reaches the Princeton road on the 
western aide of the City, thence with 
paid Prineoton road to the point on 
said road where It Intersects the 
County lino.

WASHINQTON LETTER. 

\\^^.slllM;■l■(l..■, 1). C., Sept. l;!,'8(>. 
To THE Soi Tii Kextixkhx : 

The I'rcsidcnt arrived home on 
■\Vednesday evening, liuiking well 
and hearty after liis sojourn in the 
woods. With characterlaUo baabful- 
ncss the Chief Magistrate avoided 
mciiing an anticipated crowd by 
haviiii; his jnivate carriage driven to 
the tear of the depot, so that he es- 
caiied without passing through the 
depot building. Postmaster (ieneral 
AnifHrs. Vilas received his Excellency 
and wife at liie White House, anil 
for a time all was animation, brilliancy 
and bustle. During tlie day the 
Mansion was closed to the public and 
given a thorougli cleaning— Inside 
witli tlio broom and outside wllli the 
hose. The next morning the I'rcsi- 
dcnt was early al his desk, as before 
his vacaliini, anii during the day dis 
lieiised Willi Ihe Caliiiiel meeting anil 
received the many visitors that called. 
Mrs. Cleveland and her nmlher spent 
a good portion of the day in slmpping, 
and her presence in front of the stoi'es, 
seated in the open carriage, attracted 
considerable ntlcnilon while her 
mother was inside making purchases. 
Before Ihe hour for receiving callers 
tlie President, wife and mother-in-law 
took adrlve to the new country home 
to sec the (irogrcss of improvements 
here. The home isalmosi coinjileted, 
and when it is tlie Presidential 
family will take up It* quarters there 
for a while. 

Extensive preparations iiave been 
made by the Masons of the District 
for the entertainment of the members 
iif ihe Triennial Convocnliun of the 
(Ieneral Grand Chapter, to be held 
hero Sept. 28, 29, 30 and- Oct. 1. A 
parade will 1)0 held on Tuesday, in 
which the Qeiierai Grand Chapter 
will bo escorted by the Grand Chap- 
ter and all Ihu Comniaiiderios of 
Knights Templar of ihe District, lo 
the Temple, where Ihe (ieneral 
Grand body will sit in solemn convo- 
cation to dispose of its important bus- 
iness. Tlie next evening a liaiM|nel 
will be teiiilereil al ihe Masonic 
Temple. Tlio following day. Sept. 30, 
there will be an excursion down the 
Potomac and a visit to the tomb of 
Wasliington and Mt. \'crnon, where 
a collation will be served on the lawn 
In iVunl of Ihe old mansion. For tlie 
fourlli day, del. I , carriages have been 
provided, so as lo all'ord the visitors 
an optiortunity to see themagnillcent 
residences, parks and statuary of the 
city. The drive will extend tliiough 
the beautiful gionnds of the Soldier's 
Home, just onlside Ihe cily limils, 
anil oil Ihe way hack a ~lop w ill be 
made at the Sclicul/.eu I'ark to pur- 
take of a collation. A large sum ol 
money has been contributed for the 
entertainment of the guests, and 
nothing will he Icfl undone to make 
their sojourn a inemnralile one. 

The rooting of the west wing of the 
State, War and Navy building is pro- 
gressing towards completion, and 
when it is linisheil the whole exteri- 
or will have been linislied, except 
possibly the steps and esplanades of 
the west front. In point of massive 
proportions and architectural beauty 
the building has few equals In the 
world. It stands dire'^tly west of the 
White Ilonso and occupies two wliole 
pquares. It was begun in 1871. and 
lias cost <il-J,()00,OU<l. It was ilesigned 
by Mr. A. B. Mullett, then eupervis- 
Ing architect o( the Treasury, and is 
constructed In the style of tlie Italian 
renaissance, the material lieing Maine 
and Virginia granite. Over a sub 
iiascment and baseuicut are four 
stories, surmounted by a Mansard 
roof of artistic design. From north 
to south, including the projections, 
tlie building is 600 feet long. From 
east lo west it is IMH feet. (Irealcsl 
height, 12S feel. 'I'lKie .ire grand es- 
planades oil the north and south sides, 
and entrance on all sides is bad 
through lofty pavilions, reached by 
broad lliglits of stenc steps. Huge 
blocks of granite, each over* 20 tons 
in weight, form ilie platforms to the 
entrances. The greatest possible care 
has been taken in the construction, 
and the building is entirely fire-proof. 
All tlie part* are in harmony, and 
the result i* an almost perfect speci- 
men of architecturo. Tlie Interior of 
llie building has been constructed in 
a very luagnilicent manner. There 
are wide staircases of granite with 
bronze balusters, long, spacious, cor- 
ridors, and innumerable apartments 
richly frescoed and adorned, and fur- 
iii.-lieil Willi evciy ciinvenioncc that 
conlil lie suggesled for the transacting 
of public business and personal com- 
fort. The War Department occupies 
the whole of the northern and western 
porlions, the Navy Department the 
eastern and the State nepartment 
the soniliern. It will bo several years 
before the building is completed.

GARDEN IRRIGATION. 

.\drant:iK(*s to II.' Dciivi J from Xrrlswtinf 
Siiiiill I'loU of l.i.nil. 

In this (..iiintry irrigation is hardly 
ever ]iriu-tiivl except in regions where 
tlie riiin-full is generally insnllicienl to 
insure the proiliiction of inosl eultiva^'d 
•■•rops, or where it is reslriclisl to a few 
weeks in the srnsitn. That il iiiiglit Iw 
priietiecil with most excellent re.siilti in 
many parts of the West and South, 
where the rnln-fall Is ordinarily sufli- 
ient to iosuro the producUon of gowl 
crops, but whoro severe droughts aru 
likely to ocenr during Uie .summer, 
seems obvious, if a farmer can irrigate 
a few acres of land, lie can proilnce all 
llio vegeUnbies and small fruiLs that his 
family will reiiiiire, even if tlicre i.s no 
ruin during the months in which plants 
•niiike their principal growth. If he can 
irrigate Imt u single acre h*! can raise 
on i! all Ilic polaliM's. garden vcgel-aliles 
ami sirawlMjrrlcs tliut his fauisJy can 
consiinio. Ilo can also raisa many oah- 
bap'-s and roots that will bo of great 
Tame to his stiH'k. The product of this 
aero will '•keep thowoll from the door" 
and pn^vent tliu siuiritice of property or 
the eoiitraetingof dobta. 

On mniiy farms there arestraanisor 
springs that alTord water enough dur- 
ing tlio year to Irrlgato on acre o( land 
during 11 seiLson of protracted drouth. 
The water of the stream or spring gen- 
erally ilows liotween banks that render 
the iinilding of ti dam comparatively 
cheap and ciusy, if llu ri' are stones in 
the vicinity, afonnilalion for the ilain 
can Ihi linnle of them, thev being 
]ilaced Ih Iow the frost line. The ilani 
may Im niaile straight or in the form of 
H crescent. A strong water-tight dam 
may be made of soil that eiintains :i 
large projiortion of ehiy. To prevent 
w.ishing, the surfaie can be tovered 
witii lurf. or it can bu seeded to grass. 
The dam should bo provided with a 
passage for water on top so n.s to pre- 
\ ciil \Mi,.liiiig wlu'ii the ]M)nil iH'i'oines 
full. On tlio sidii from which the water 
is to bo drawn off for irrigiitiug pin - 
|iosi-s there should bt> n spout of wood 
or metal that can be eloseil by n wnt<'r- 
gaic. From this thi-re shoiilil Ik.' :i 
shallow channel rtiiin'ng above the Jilat 
of land that is to bu irrintod if the sea- 
son reiprires the artificial application of 
w.iter ill order to produce crops. 

From ihi.s cliamici lateral drains can 
lie opcni'd from time lo time with a hoe, 
as the oondilionof the land to bo irri- 
gated reiiulres. The vepelables should 
he idanted in rows running at right 
angliw to the main irrigating channe'. 
The water slioiil'l Ik' niaile lo llow he- 
Iwecn the rows late in Ihe al'teriioon or 
early in the morning, ll is not well lo 
allow it to run in the miildle of the day 
when the sun is .shining. When n .small 
extent of ground isloix' irrigated, great 
pains shonhl In' taken in its piejiaration 
Is'fore planting, and in its cultivation. 
It should tx) deeply plowed or spaded, 
highly manuri'd and kept free from 
priLss and weeds. The surface .should 
be nearly level, there being only sntli- 
cent fall to allow the watei'^o tinil its 
way over the groued. If the decline is 
considerable Uic soil will be vva.shed 
away from the surface that is the high- 
est. It is a giKsl plan to work the 
ground with a ciilli\ alor or lux? from 
one to tlir. c i!:iv- !« |[^ie the water is let 
on it. The plants will then grow with 
the most oHtonisbing rapidity, and will 
rciiuirc no more water for several di\ys, 
Th'^ finest vegetables and small iruit 
are priHiueed on land that i* artifiuially 
watered. 

A reservoir la of great volno to a farm, 
even If the water it holds Is not needed 
for irrigating |>iirpo8es for a series o( 
years on aeeoimt of sofiioicnt rain-fall. 
An artitieiiil pond or lake addii greatly 
to the bounty of a farm. EspccTaily is 
this the case if it contains an island that 
is planted to trees, shrubs and llowers, 
and ba.s its biuiks ornamented by sim- 
ilar means. A supply of \Vi\Wr like that 
aironled by an artificial pond is very 
useful fo.- stock pnrpases. It saves the 
cost of rais'ng water from a well. It 
gives the farmer an excellent oppor- 
tunity for raising water fowls. It also 
makes it ea.sy for him to lay in a supply 
of ice. Tlw pond can bo u.sed for rais- 
ing carp and other kinds of fish. It has 
been dcmonstralod, both in this country 
and Germany, that an acre of water' cm 
be made to prislnce a.^ much food as an 
acre of land. The water, when once 
auppliod with fish, continue* to produce 
food almost without laborer ex|H'nse. 
A tish pond is promotive of pleasure as 
well Its of prolit If It is prop<;r!i orna- 
mented, as it may bo at small expense, 
it will bo the most attractive portion of 
the farm.— CAtcai^o Times, 



Poison Oak,

The question aa to the advantages of 
soiling the stock comes up annually for 
discussion, and agitation has largely as- 
sisted lis in arriving at a knowledge of 
all that may bo lost or derived frLin 
such a system. The great diflicultyin 
the way of soiling iij. that a.s the inethod 
Is a progressive one, so far as the man- 
agenient of the stock is concerned, it 
forces Improved methods of cultivation 
of the soil Kow, while many dairymen 
and farmers are prepared to adopt the 
best .systems tliat can be used for Icssen- 
ing the expense and inercaiiing the 
prolit.s. it is notan easy matterto inducD 
them t<j bring every portion of the work 
of the farm to a corresponding level 
with the management ]mrsucd with 
the stock. Unfortunately for them soil- 
ing means high farming, a.s it is the 
first step in that direction. It meaiH 
larger crops, and that the farmer can 
not confine himself exclusively to Held 
eultiirc. but nnist bring his farm to tlio 
coiiihtion of a garden, with smaller 
arcius and larger yield.s. There aru 
some advantages in soiling over pastur- 
ing. There is an economy in feeding, 
as will l>e easily made manifest when 
the gra.s.s is cut and fed lo the cows, in- 
stead of allowing the animals to trample 
and ilestroy it. Thesoiliiig system may 
not ensure the farmer greater yields in 
the beginning, ns the best results are 
not obtained for several sen.sons. and 
then he \\\\\ awake lo the fact that 
although lii.s prolits were not immedi- 
ately di.scerniijlc his farm has increased 
in n'oalth, his soil becomes more pru- 
diictlvn. his manngemont oifectivc, and 
the retiiins from the growth of crops 
larger anil more cheaply proiliiecd than 
before. — Farm, h'ulii and t>loci,innn.
